layer not only serves to insure insulation, but also has a significant and adv u. 
preventing or reducing distortion of the electric field within the piezoelectri c 
may be caused by the vertical electrode layers. Applicant respectfully „, 
Mohr, et al.'574, '487, and *717 discloses such a vertical insulating layer, 
discontinuity 34. Applicant respectfully submits that this discontinuity 34

respectfbUy submits that Mohr, et al. does not show, suggest, or teach the 
insulating layer or the advantages of sudb a construction. 

In addition, Applicant has carefully reviewed Barthe, et al., and 
the coi^tructional requirements of the acoustic transducer of Barthe, et al 
those of Mohr, et al. Accordingly, the fact that Barthe, et al. utilizes an t 
transducer thereof would not suggest to one of ordinary skill in the art that

In view of Ite above, tiierefore. Applicant respectfully submits 
combination suggested by the Examiner not Applicant's invention, but 
not suggested to one ofordinaiy skill in the art. Therefoxe, 
the Claims 13, 14, 16, 19-25, 27 and 28 are not obvious over Mohr, et al,' 
in view of Barthe, et al.
